Briefly 


The Phillip Institute of Technology School of 
Chiropractic, first accredited by the Australasian 
Council on Chiropractic Education (ACCE) in October 
1983, was due for re-evaluation by the Council in October 
1986 under the terms of ACCE regulations and the period 
of initial accreditation. 


In compliance with a prerequisite to authorisation of 
an on-campus inspection, the School presented an 
extensive self-evaluation submission with many indices 
earlier in 1986. The Commission found the self study to 
be satisfactory in terms of Council’s publication, 
“Accreditation Procedures and Standards for 
Chiropractic Education.” 


During 1986 ACCE established a high-profile 
inspection team comprising three eminent academics and 
four chiropractors: Prof. Peter J. Drake (Team Leader), 
Pro Vice-Chancellor, University of New England; Prof. 
H. Barry Collin, Head, School of Optometry, University 
of New South Wales; Dr. David Garlick, School of 
Pharmacology and Physiology, University of New South 
Wales; Dr. Patrick Sullivan, Chairman, Commission on 
Accreditation, Council on Chiropractic Education (US), 
representing CCE(US) and CCE(Canada), Tequesta, 
Florida, USA; and three chiropractors in private 
practice: Dr. Shirley I. Winter, Mosman Park, WA; Dr. 
Stefan J. Pallister, Lower Hutt, New Zealand; and Dr. 
Warwick Bateman, Chatswood, NSW. The ACCE 
Executive Secretary, Dr. John Drinkwater, served as 
secretary to the team. 
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The inspection team met for the first time on 13 
October and spent the next four days on campus at the 
Institute. To enable the American representative, Dr. 
Sullivan, to attend the relevant hearing of the ACCE 
Commission on Accreditation, the ACCE requested that 
the report of the team be made available at the conclusion 
of the inspection. Prof. Drake complied with this request, 
and the hearing was held on 25 October. Subsequent to 
the Commission’s deliberations it was resolved that 
Phillip Institute of Technology School of Chiropractic be 
unconditionally re-accredited for a period of five years.
